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Riverwalk gets 
boost from 
state fund 


A stroll along the Boyne 
River on a boardwalk will 
become reality soon enough 
since the city received a 
$187,926 grant through the 
Michigan Natural Resources 
Trust Fund to build the 
structure. 

The city’s original 
request for the funding was 
denied in August, but the 

; ,Boyne City project landed 
“'on the list in a second round 
of distributions. 

The riverwalk is one of 
the projects of the Down- 
town Development Author- 
ity. The estimated cost for 
the project is $400,000. In 
addition to the grant, the 
DDA has set aside $175,000 
toward the project and will 
look to use proceeds from 
the sale of property at the 
comer of East and Water 
Streets as well. 

As proposed, the 
riverwalk will run on the 
south side of the Boyne 
River between Lake and 
Park streets. It will be 10 
feet wide and include a 
guard rail, benches, lighting, 
fishing platform and canoe 
launch. The project will also 
include improvements to the 
south side of the river from 
the footbridge to Park 
Sweet, 

The preliminary plan has 
already been completed and 
construction drawings are 
90 percent complete. The 
riverwalk’s design was paid 
for by a $45,000 Coastal 
Management Grant the 
DDA received last year. 

Though funded by the 
DDA, once built it will 
become part of the city’s 
park system. 

City officials received 
the news of the funding on 
Monday and have not yet 
convened to discuss the 
project again.

While many eyes will focus skyward 
during the lowering of the ball on New 
Year's Eve in New York's Time's Square. 
what's underfoot won't be lost on folks at 
the East Jordan Iron Works. 

The Millennium Manhole Cover, cast at 
the foundry for Consolidated Edison. Inc., 
will be one part of the city’s end of the year 
celebration called “Times Square 2000, The 
Global Celebration at the Crossroads of the 
World.” 

The design on the 314-pound functional 
cast iron work of art created for the millen- 
nium is called “Global Energy.” A futuristic 
mouf on a standard 32-inch diameter 
manhole cover, it includes curving grid lines 
in the center of the pattern to create a three- 
dimensional global effect and the illusion 
that the design actually rises up from the 
cover. 

Internationally acclaimed artist Karim 
Rashid’s design was chosen from a competi- 
von among eight artists as the one to be 


stamped on the lid. An industrial designer, 
some may know Rashid for his metal Nambé 
houseware designs. 

The cover’s global design celebrates New 
York City’s status as the world capital of 
information and ideas said Con Ed Chairman 
and CEO Eugene R. McGrath. “It is fitting 
that Karim Rashid, born in Egypt, raised in 
England and Canada, and now living and 
working in New York, should conceive a 
design that celebrates the flow of human 
energy and ideas around the globe.” 

The utility company began talking to the 
Iron Works last year about the project and 
the company received the artist’s rendering 
in July with a contract to build 150 of the 
new covers. With a few modifications, it 
went to production, and by the end of 
December the covers should be dotting the 
streets of New York. 

Different from other “custom” logos, 
such as the “train, river, worker” design 
found on some covers in the city of East

Con Edison is the energy sponsor for 
Times Square 2000. lighting the new 
erystal New Year's Eve ball and using 
advanced technology to create dramatic 
special effects. They began installing the 
covers throughout New York City and 
Westchester in November. There are 
250,000 covers throughout the city. 

The utility company is one of the 
nation’s largest investor-owned energy 
companies with more than $7 billion in 
annual revenues and more than $15 bilhon 
IN assets. 

To get a peek of the manhole cover up 
close without traveling to The Big Apple. 
take a stroll by the foundry’s corporate 
offices where one ts set in the sidewalk.

To register, cal] the Women’s Re- 


Af Picture Perfect ene 


t’s that time of year when giving

The annual program has grown from 
helping 35 people 54 years ago to its 
outreach efforts today, and touches those 
from Boyne City to Boyne Falls and 
Walloon to Horton Bay.

s New refrigeration system is up 
and running at Avalanche rink 


Even with temperatures reaching 
into the 40s on Sunday, the puck was 
still dropped for hockey games at the 
Avalanche over the weekend. 

The rink opened at 9 a.m. Satur- 
day for its first full schedule of Boyne 
Area Hockey games with a new re- 
frigeration unit running between 12 
and 14 degrees. The date came a few 
weeks after an anticipated Dec. 1 
opening. 

“It’s tremendous. It’s awesome,” 
said BAH president Al Aown. 

The club has always struggled to 
maintain a consistent skating surface 
and been forced to play most of its 
games out of town. 

But with a new refrigeration unit, 
players will still be able to skate even 
on days reaching 50 degrees, and stay 
closer to home as well. 

BAH and American Recreational 


Structures (ARS), a downstate in- 
vestment group, funded the project. 
ARS plans to build an indoor rink by 
next fall, in conjunction with Boyne 
USA Resorts, next to the new Boyne 
Falls School on M-75. The refrigera- 
tion equipment will then move from 
Avalanche to the domed site and 
BAH will play its games there. 

All last week and round the clock 
Friday night and into Saturday morn- 
ing, BAH volunteers worked paint- 
ing lines and making ice in prepara- 
tion for the weekend's 15 games. 

“You'd never have known it was 
40 degrees because the ice was per- 
fect,” Aown said, noting that it was 
the first time he’d worn just a flan- 
nel shirt to watch a game at the rink. 
“It’s beautiful to be outside playing 
hockey or skating on a nice day.” 

With colder weather settling in 


now, a Zamboni machine will be used 
for the rink’s primary maintenance ~ 
scraping, cleaning and laying hot 
water for a smooth surface. 

The same number of games as 
were played this weekend will be 
played on weekends through the first 
two weeks of March. Then the sched- 
ule will be cut back until around the 
first of April when the season ends. 

“It was almost emotional seeing 
those guys walk out there for that first 
game after all that work,” Aown said. 

The rink will also be open for 
public skating from 3-5 p.m. Mon- 
day-Friday. Times for open skating 
on weekends will be announced 
soon. 

A men’s adult hockey league is 
scheduled for 7 p.m. Sunday nights.
